THE LOUISIANA CRISIS. 

The bribe of $25,000,000 offered to the 
people of Louisiana by the lottery ring is 
most probably reinforced by more private 
and seductive overtures to legislators and 
politicians. The Republican leaders are 
all enlisted on the lottery side; it seems to 
be conceded on all sides that the negro 
vote will be practically solid for the ,- 
000,000, and that a split among the Demo- 
cratson the question will simply mean 
the joint triumph of the lottery and the 
Republican party. 

The crisis produced by this “boodle” 
contest can be stated inafew words. A 
majority of the Democratic papers and 
Democratic Legislators hold that the 
bribe will carry the negro vote solid and 
a large majority of the popular vote; that 
the lottery ring is sure to boss“ the State 
and thatitis simply a question whether 
the State shall be ruled by the ring in 
conjunction with the Democrats or 
through a Republican and negro State 
government. The anti-lottery Demo- 
crats are, therefore, appealed to to save 
their party by letting the lottery question 
go to the people; the lottery Democrats 
agreeing that their action and the party’s 
position hereafter on the question shall 
be determined by the majority of the 
white Democrats. 

‘This proposition assumes that there is 
no virtue, no sense of moral obligation in 
a majority of the people of Louisiana 
capable of resisting when a large bribe is 
offered them for lending their State Gov- 
ernment as a bunco-steerer to an infa- 
mous gambling ring. If that is true it will 
be more creditable to the Democratic 
party to be out of power than in power in 
such a State. It the Democratic party 
can only rule Louisiana in open partner- 
ship with robbers and by lowering its 
moral tone on the bribery question to the 
slum level, the Democrats of other States 
may still hope there is enough decency left 
there to save the party organization from 
such degradation by splitting and defeat- 
ing it. 

At last accounts the anti-lottery men 
were standing firm, and if their firmness 
shall puta Republican lottery ring in- 
stead of a Democratic lottery ring in pow- 
er, the Democrats of other States will be 
able at least to point with pride to the 
fact that the cause of public virtue and 
decency was upheld to the last and at 
every cost by Democrats. 
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UNDERGKOUND WIRES. 

In dealing with electric subway fran- 
chises the Municipal Assembly will have 
to proceed with some care and foresight 
or it will place the city in a very bad posi- 
tion. 

The amount of space that can be given 
to electric conduits in any street is neces- 
sarily limited, and if there is more than 
one in any street the tearing up of pave- 
ment for construction, reconstruction 
and repairs will be correspondingly in- 
creased. If two or three companies are 
permitted to monopolize all the available 
street space for their own private con- 
duits, they can monopolize the electric 
business also by preventing the extension 
of the wires.of competing companies. 

The day, is coming when all electrio 
wires will have to be put under ground, 
and the Assembly should grant no elec- 
trie subway franchises without ample 
reservations to cover future public wants. 
In granting street railway franchises the 
city reserved the right to grant the use of 
one company’s tracks to another compa- 
ny’s cars. Would it not be well to have 
similar reservations in electric subway 
franchises, so that when the proper time 
comes, a common carrier conduit can be 
provided, open to the wires of all compa- 
nies on fair and equal terms? 

A conduit system on the common car- 
rier basis, with ample provision for. the 
separate accommodation of low tension 
and high tension wires, will soon be a 
public necessity, and the only means of 
heading off monopolies in telephone and 
electric light service.

CENT ATTACK ON BIOLOGISTS.

The Emisent Agnostic Accased of Unpardon- 
able In Avswer to His Ques- 
tion Doctor Tells What Useful and 
Life-Saving Knowledge Hes Been Dis- 
covered by Vivisection—Slaughter of In- 
gersell’s Pet Dogs Excused. 

The letter of Col. Robt. G. Ingersoll to Mr. 
Phillip G. Peabody, the Boston philapthro- 
pist, denouncing vivisection as ‘‘the in- 
quisition, the hell of science and vivisec- 
tion ists as ‘‘scientific assassins bas at- 
tracted the attention of medleal men gener- 
ally end certainty lowered the reputation of 
the eminent agnostic for intellectuality in 
their minds. The letter was a surprise in one 
way, for while everyone Knew that Col. In- 
gersoll was more or less familiar with theo- 
logical theories he has never before posed as 
one so thoroughly versed in scientific re- 
search as to be qualified to pronounce such a 
sweeping denunciation of scientific methods. 
Vivisection, to the popular mind, has always 
had all the horror of dissection but as men 
generally have known less and heard less of 
it than of dissection it has never been a gen- 
eral subject of comment or discussion. Among 
scientific men it has been and by them 
it has always been recognized as a prolifie 
source of useful knowledge. When, there- 
fore, Col. Ingersoll, in answer to his own 
question, ‘‘Have these scientific assassins 
discovered anything of value?’’ says, They 
may have settled some disputes as to the ac- 
tion of some organ but have they added tothe 
useful knowledge of the race?“ Scientific men 
say that Col. Ingersoll has let fall his mantie 
and disclosed the naked body of his scientific 
ignorance. 

Dr. G. H. Hughes was present when Col. 


Ingersoli’s letter was the subject of discus- 
sion af the Press Ciub yesterday afternoon 
and he was asked what important scientific 
discoveries. had been made by vivisection. 

It was through viyisection that the arteries 
were found to contain biood, said the doc- 
tor, ‘‘though they still bear the name given 
them under the erroneous hypothesis prevail- 
ing concerning them before the discovery of 
Galen. It was becanse they were found empty 
after death that they were designated as air 
Vessels like the wind-pipe. Vivisection has 
given the world most of the great physiolog!i- 
cal discoveries and made the names of Bichat 
and Flouréns, Brown-Sequard, Morgaqu!, 
Mouk, Fritz, Hitzig, Femer, Foster an 
Carpenter famous. They were nos 
the torturing, beartiess, brutish kind 
of men that Mr. Ingersoll paints, who 
investigated only for soulless curiosity, but 
the searching, calm and careful investigators 
of the biological laboratory, living and iabor- 
ing for true love of science only. It has been 
| through vivisection that the functions of the 
vaso- motor nervous system, con — and 
influencing circulation in the smaller blood 
vessels, and its aliled ganglienic system, the 
great sympathetic, which regulates the func- 
tions of organic life, have been demonstrated. 
Through vivisection the nerves were singled 
out from the tendons, the functions of ali the 
nerves, sensory and motor, discovered, 
and the local control of pain understood 
and better accomplished than before. 

BY THE INFLICTION OF PAIN 

on the lower animals, the merciful, but not 
altogetber harmiess, hypodermic needle came 
into use and the benign blessings of anmwsthbe- 
sia. The anodynes tbat assuage pain and the 
animal, vegetable and mineral poisons con- 
verted inco medicines forthe relief ot suffer- 
ing man and animals have, mostof them, 
been found proved through experimental an- 
noyance and violence to the lower animals. 
The wondrous prophylaxes of Jenner, whose 
vaccinations bave saved countiess lives and 
prevented untold misery, came about 
in the same way ; likewise the 
saving inoculations of Pasteur, lighting with 
hope and resculng from despair the trembling 
victim of hydrophobia. Vivisection gave to 
sucgery the ligation of arteries, and the cat- 
gut ligature and showed the superiority and 
safety of tying the blood vessels, over 
staunching them with the actual cautery or 
the more barbarous boiling oll process of 
primitive arg ped! for arresting the bleeding 
ofawputated limbs. Vivisection showed us 
how arteries heal when tied and cut, and 
lives are saved. 

‘*Biological solence holds that it were bet- 
ter a dozen of Mr. Ingersoli’s pet dogs should 
die than that a hundred humau beings should 
perish for want of the necessary rescuing 
knowledge. Dogs die in the dog pound for 
no useful purpose, Dogs die of hydrophobia 
and men die of them. hy not let as many 
dogs die in the laboratory as are necessary to 
save the race from this scourge?Their slaugh- 
ter in the biological laboratory has made Pas- 
teur and his preventive inoculation possible. 
Mr. Ingersoll’s philanthropy would abolish 
the vaccine form and the biological laboratory 
or so cripple them that their saving discov- 
eries and resources would be rendered 
insignificant. A humanitarian science would 
rather a few guinea pigs, rats, mice, dogs and 
rabbits should suffer and perish than that re- 
lievable human sufferings should go unre- 
lieved or preventable death averted. 
Against needless, aliniess, cumulative tor- 
ture, fruitiess or unnecessary experiment,

in the name of the bumanity this serves. Her 
foremost yvotaries have ever been the truest 
and most humane of men,self-sacrificing men, 
tender of heart, inspired in their arduous 
tasks by hopes of reward onlyin benefits to 
man and the animals that serve him. They 
have risked their lives and sacrificed them, as 
history abundantiy testifies in numer- 
ous illustrious examples and their good 
name, for the welfare of the human race. A 
Franklin drawing @own the Nghtainy from 
heaven into his own hands, a Hare dying a 
violent death among his chemicals, a Davy 
trying his safety lamp in the deadly fire-damp 
or a Vesalias making under contumely, 
disgrace and danger the first human dissec- 
tion are familiar Illustrations of the scientific 
self-sacrifice and the humanitarianism of true 
science. Military annals give account of no 
greater eourage or bravery than is to be found 
in the lives of men of science; nor are the 
victories of war more brilliant or valuable. 
Men offer their own lives that other men ma 
live and perish for eoustry, for science, trut 
and honor. Why should not the dogs suffer 
and die likewise in aworld where suffering 
is so common and apparently so necessary 
that greater good may come of it, moral or 
physical? 

‘*The spirit that leads the true 
brave the pestilence, to risk the noxious 
emanations of the dead house, the septic 
7 lag of cadaveric examinations and the 

lologist to sometimes takesimilar chances 
with the noxious germs in his laboratory justi- 
fies him in exacting of the lower animal king- 
dom, over which man has dominion, a show- 
lug of the sacrifice he makes for the common 
welfare of man and his fellow creatures. 
Mankind applaud the human self-sacrifice for 
worthy purposes, and while it justly con- 
demus neediess, cruel and aimless torture of 
animals, the world will not reproachfully 
count against ecience and ber glorious achieve- 
ments the necessary Vivisections for her ad- 
vyanoement.

Mr. Cullinane’s Nomination Bent to the

° The bill reducing the force of deputy jailers 
from twelve to ten and increasing the salaries 
of those remaining to $900 per annum was 
passed. 

The election of Mullanphy Board members 
was then taken up to fill the yacancies caused 
by the 1 of the terms of Anthon 
McDonnell, Maj. J. H. McNamara, Jolin J. 
Daly and Hiram H. Stiebel. As was antici- 
posted, the election resulted in the selection 
of Matt Kohrius, Peter Bouchein, G. W. Car- 
michael and J. Will Barron, all active Repub- 
lican politicians. 

The Bell Telepbone and Postal Telegraph 
conduit bills were each laid over for one 
meeting. 

The Genoese’ appropriation bill as reported 
by the Ways and Means Committee was then 
taken up and considered at length, section by 
section. Mr. Nelson from the Ways and 
Means Committee said atthe outset that all 
the funds available had been provided for in 
the bill, Com ptroller Stevenson was

The schools will of 
course be very much crowded during the 
first part of the them, bus it is better to afford 
rellef even in the middle of the year than 
not to afford any at all.

„Woll, as faraslam personally concerned 
Iam very much in favor of abiding entirely 
by Supt. Long’s recommendations, 
He knows best what the needs of the schools 
are. That is what he is there for and I believe 
in leaving the matter entirely to him. This 
thing of every director ciaiming that he must 
have a new scbhvol-house ora new addition in 
his district won't do.

DUNBAR, Pa., June 21.—The night shitt 
broke into an opening at 38:89 this morning.

The Board of Public Im- 
provements of its own motion may, and upon 
the petition of any reputable freeholder of 
property on any street,alley or Lighway.shali 
Gesignuate a day on whieh they will consider 
the improvements of such street, elle or 
highway, and shall give two weeks’ public 
notice in the papers doing the eit 
printing of the time, pags and object 
of the meeting and on such day, if the own- 
ers of a major part of the property on the line 
of the proposed improvement shail remon- 
Strate againt the same, the said board bal 
consider sach remonstrance,and if said board 
shall, by a unanimous vote of all ite members, 
approve such proposed improvement, they 
shalicause an ordimanve forthe same to be 
prepared and report with the same the reasons 
for their action and the remonstrance to the 
Assembiy. If such majority of the property 
owners fail to remonstrate or shall petition 
said board for such improvement, the board 
may by vote of the majority of the members 
approve the same and shall cause an ordi- 
nance to be prepared and reported to the 
Assembly therefor.’’ 

As was stated Harbor Commissioner Murphy 
brought up this matter atthe board meeting 
yesterday and moved to lay the consideration 
ofthe proposed improvements over for an 
indefinite period.

White-Line Demecracy. 


CHicaGo, III., June 21.—A dispatch from 
Jackson, Miss., says: A conference of colored 
men of this State yesterday promulgated an 
address to their race, in which they declared 
that the Constitutional Convention to assem- 
bie here August 31, is designed by the Demo- 
cratic party to abridge if notto practically 


destroy theirliberties. They declare that the 
megroes as arace should be represented ia 
the convention, and urge that negro organi- 
gations be at once formed in every county 
wherethey are in the majority or have a 
chance of ciection, with a wiew to the eiec- 
tion of negro delegates. Where negroes 
stand nochance of election they are urged 
to vote for white men who they think will ex- 
tend justice to their race. They declare that 
they are not responsible forthe race issue, 
but charge it to the white-line Democracy, 
and announce their purpose to elect of their 
color or show the world that they are denied 
a free ballot and a fair count.

COMMENCEMENT YESTERDAY.

Oratien of the Class of 90 Delivered by 
Clement Garrett Morgan, a Negre Who 


—An Elequenst Address Which Was 
Grected With Warm Applause. 


Bv Telegravh to the Post-DisratTou. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 21.—Probably the 
largest audience thdtever attended a Har- 
vard commencement assembled yesterday to 
hear Ciement Garrett Morgan, '90’s colored 
orater, and the first of his race so honered 
in the history of the university. In the great 
assemblage there were many colored people, 
Saunders Theater echoed with hearty ap- 
plause as Morgan stepped upon the platform. 
The oration, which was delivered in a clear, 
deep tone, was the literary event of the day, 
and was frequently interrupted by applause, 
He spoke as follows: 

Keen joy or grief we must often bear alone, 
whether we wil] or not. 80 on this, our class 
day, we, knowing joys which others may not 
share, come yet with sorrows which they can 
scarcely be expected to feel or evén under- 
stand, Still we can spend but moment in 
sighing, since alma mater knows, &s every 
mother will tell you, that the strength or ten- 
derness of filial affection is measured not by 
sighs and tears at parting, but by strictness 
in keeping precepts. So in these days 
we leave in thought? of those  teach- 
ings, which for us have been the same 
as» for all Harvard men, whether expressed 
in piety, morality and learning, in

„Knowledge and godliness, in truth for 
Christ a the church,’’ or in simple truth, 
embracing all; for it is by truth, which is an 
active living principle, and becomes our 
„might and our must, that we answer 
the questions which each of us puts to him- 
self to-day, What is my relation to the 
world about mer“ and ‘‘Where can I be!p?’’ 
Every son of Harvard, imbued with this prin- 
ciple, going forth with freedom to think, 
„with patience to dear“ and for right ever 
bravely to live,’’ has been aptiy described in 
THE WORDS OF BROWNING: 
„One who never turned back, but marched breast 
forward; 

Never doubted clouds would break; 
Never dreamed, though right were worsted, 

Wrong would triumph. ' 
Held, we fall te rise, are baffled to ight better, 

Sieep to wake. 


And is not the example of everyone of them 
acting upon us, as it has acted upon no class 
before? Let two instances at the beginning of 
our university life assure us that it is: 

First—You remember that to us entering 
college, there was intrusted the keeping of 
that which is ever held dearest here—of wor- 
ship. It was because the strength of char- 
acter of those preceding us warranted the be- 
lief that voluntary devotion, ‘‘athing unique 
in university training in the world, would 
not suffer at our hands; that there might 
be written over our chapel doors, 
Not compuis ion, but Invitation. 
How glad we were last fall to hear that the 
departure had more than met expectations, 
and yet let us not forget its continued suc- 

cess reste largely on you and me—the first 
ripe fruits of it, for out new system is after 
alian old one. 

The second instance: We had about a 
month to set up our ideals when the day of 
the quarter millennial celebration came. 
What an impressive sight was the line of pro- 
cessions past the buildings, through the vard, 
here into the theater and then the meaning 
ofitail! You willrecall how in the evening 
we, with the enthusiasm which modesty 
could pot check, did not forbear boasting that 
„these 250 years are for 90. You doubtless 
see the transparency now. A jest, do you 
say? Lam sure that it was, but that jest to- 
day becomes our earnest. Those years were 
for us aud bringing with them great privi- 
leges, put upon us like obligations and re- 
sponsibilities. 

INSPIRED WORDS. 

There occurs to me a case from history, 
where a memorable victory was won under 
the influence ofthe spell of mere antiquity, 
when Napoleos, on the plains of Egypt, point- 
ing to those monuments of human endeavor 
and ot human achievement, said to his sol 
diers: ‘‘Remewber that from the top of those 
pyramids forty centuries look down upon 
vou. Those few simple words carried with 
them the inspiration which won the battle of 
the pyramids. In the years which we claimed 
and which now in their turn claim us, there is 
no such charm, but Holding youand me there 
is a greater power—the spirit of plain, zealous 
single minded men, who, preferring the hard- 
ships of the wilderness to beds of 
ease under tyranny, their 
first acts . set up this 
place on the basis of sound learning, civiland 
religious liberty; of men who in the hour of 
their country’s need—leaving home, friends, 
social position, woridly honor, all that would 
make lite worth livfng—gave themselves a 
willing sacrifice, if only they might make way 
for liberty, fortrath and humanity. This is 
the power holding you and me, making those 
years ours. 

The example of these men shows clearly 
that the true road to success, to any excel- 
lence, is that of plain, genuine simplicity, 
sincerity and unselfishness, for this and for 
this alone leads to the culture, the character 
and the civilization which stand the test 
offame. Their example shows, too, that the 
men for any great work in any age must 
be @arnest, faithful, patient,the man who can 
walt it need be—not, bear in mind, he who 
stands idly waiting, but be who, while walt- 
ing, works with the earnestness.of life, with 
the faithfulness of industry and the patience 
‘of heroism, of farsightedness and of unshaken 
confidence in that ‘‘force always at work to 
make the best better, the worst good. To 
him bDiding his time the bitterest tear becomes 
as sweet spring water. This exampie shows 
also in the words of Him who once chid us for 
indifference here, that power, ability, influ- 
ence, character and virtue are only trusts 
with which to serve our time. 

PURPOSES OF EDUCATION. 

„The purposes of an education are but two. 
First adding by diligence, discovery and in- 
vention, to the thought and to the material 
development of the world; and, second, in- 
forming, moving, directing, uplifting men. 
Both of these haveone end, the well being of 
mankind. Then he serves his time best who 
serves humanity best; and who does so serves 
best his country and bis alma mater. 

From the oration of the two hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary you will, I am sure, re- 
member this thought: ‘-The only way in 
which our civilization can be maintained 
even at the level it has reached, can be made 
more general and be raised higher, 
is by bringing the influence 
the more cultivated to bear with more 
energy and d irectness on the less cultivated, 
and opening more inlets to those direct in- 
fluences which make for refinement of mind 
and body. Democracy must show its

Now we do not think the work scan- 
dalous, nor do we believe nothing remains but 
hunger and cant; still it is in some respects a 
queer world, for with it you areatonce the 
fast get and the expected leaders of a great 
moral movement. However, you must fill 
the bill. There is abundant need for giving 
the world the assurance which Goethe gave 
Carlyle: It is still possible that man be 
mau. Indeed, from one act here, small in 
and of itself, the world expects and demands 
of us that assurance. . 

BATTLING FOR A PRINCIPLE. 

When conscious of a possible taunt of 
writhing under defeat, we took a stand 
against professionalism in college athietics, 
we put ourselves on record, virtually saying 
that the winning or losing of a game,a match, 
or a race, is a small matter, but the means of 
gain or loss is a far different thing; the prin- 


conduct, reconcile means with ends only when 
both are honorable. The protest, though III 
received, was nevertheless right, and will, I 
believe, lead to fairer and better athietics; at 
any rate, having taken high ground, we have 
no retreat which is not disgraceful. 

Looking from our college world to the world 
outside the university gate, we cannot fail to 
see a great moral movement going on; it leads 
a Russian count from the court to a bench 
with the cobbiers; it dismisses in Germany a 
„man of iron will““ and teaches him that the 
revolutionary minorities which he feared 
must not stand in the way of the greatest 
good to the greatest number, and of right and 
fair play for all; it acts on the Drain of an 
man and sets agoing the 
thought of the whole country. You may not 
agree with Tolstoi in some of his theories, 
though you take him for all in ali, 
he is one of the grand examples of 
our time; for from the day on which the first 
rude savage freely gave his life forthe ad- 
vancement of his tribe down to the day of 
John Brown of Ossawotomie at Harper’s 
Ferry, men have seen that the noblest thing 
on earth, that which most surely touches the 
heart, is vicarious suffering, human self-sac- 
rice. You may question the outcome of the 
efforts of William of Germany and of the Ber- 
lin conference; you may find fault with the 
methods of the Nationalists, but you cannot 
deny thatthe purpose of all of these is not 
only to help mea to a comfortable living, but 
to add to their intellectual and moral welfare. 
The movement, not yet developed into wide- 
spread enthusiasm, for manity waite men 
of thought and men of action to clear the 
way and looks with anxious eyes on vou. 
Believing with Emerson that the test of civili- 
zation is notin the census, nor in the size of 
cities, nor in the crops, Dut in the kind of man 
the country turns out, see toit that our civ- 
jlization stands the test by taking the Calibans 
of our soll and making prosperous men of 
them, by making thé peasant brain-wise. In- 
telligence is virtue’s own hand-maid. labor’s 
help meet; if the one have not her aid nor the 
other her companionship, vice and misery re- 
suit. You have in that truth the strongest ar- 
gument fordeveloping and stimulating the in- 
teliectual faculties of every human being. 
Here in America, where the humdlest man 
counts one, and where however much some 
may look down, their neighbor will not be 
found looking up, it is especially imperative 
that every man be a thinker. 

TRUE SUCCESS. 

Classmates of 0, in looking over the num- 
ber here, I find we toueh by actual residence 
extreme points East and West, North and 
South, In our country. We cannot go away 
rightly impressed with the deepest meanings 
of this place without feeling impelled to add 
somewbat to its greatness. To do that wbat 
you and Ii must make account of is not suc- 
cess which alone deserves endeavor. The 
measure of anation’s true success, says Mr. 
Lowell, isthe amount it has contributed to 
the thought, the moral energy, the spiritual 
hope and consolation of mankind. So, then, 
it must be our endeavor to open to every 
man, woman and child in this land 
every door leading to intelligence 
and virtue. The time has come when honor- 
able men disdain to be guilty of accusing 
their fellows of ignorance and vice, while 
they deliberately dam up the inlets to the 
influences which make for refinement of 
mind and body,’’ or else in their indifference 
turn not a hand to give free passage to them. 
The case before ws requires not so much 
words as work with mightand main. 

Let each of us do his duty, and in that find 
our relation to the world about us; there, see 
where we may help. 80, and only so were 
those 250 years ours, and we in our turn 
theirs.

PDarby’s Great Jumping. 


From the London Sportsman. 

Never since that marvelous jumper, Joseph 
Darby of Dudley, lowered the colors of W. G. 
Hamilton, the American champion, at the 
Lea Brook Grounds, Wednesbury, for £200 


and the champlonship of the world on Janu- 
ary 21, 1888, has a jumping contest of any note 
been decided in the Midlands. For a consid- 
erable time, however, a great spirit of rivairy 
has existed between J. Darby of Dudley, the 
champion of England, and Joseph Parker of 
Tipton, and despite Darby’s most brilliant 
records that he has made in various places, 
Parker has had an idea that he was the cham- 
pion jumper. The men met at the Castle 
Grounds, Dudley, inaseries of forward and 
high jumps, so as to settle who was the cham- 
pion. Previous to the men stripping it was 
agreed for young G. Short, Darby’s novice, 
to join in the sweepstakes. Great excitement 
prevailed over the affair, and fully 20,000 as- 
sembled. Darby, who was trained by Mr. J. 
Jones of Birkenhead, was very confident of 
winning, and offered to bet Parker £100 to £50 
on himself, bat the Tipton man would not 
accept the offer. In the result Darby beat 
Parker easily. Details: 

Five forward jumps, with weights—Darby, 
1; Short, 2; Parker, 0. The distance covered 
by Darby was 76 feet J inches. 

' Five jumps, without weights—Darby, 61 
feet 54% inches, 1. : 

High jump—Darby, 1; Short, 2; Parker, 0. 
Darby won easily, clearing 5 feet 2 inches. 

One jump. with weignhtse—Darby, 14 feet 2 
inches, 1; Short, 2; Parker, 0. 

One jump. without weights— Darby. 12 feet 
1% inches, 1; Short, 2; Parker, 0. Darby thus 
won very easily, his novice also beating 
Parker. 

These performances seem incredulous, but 
there is no question about Darby being able 
to do them, for he probably's the best standing 
jumper the world has ever seen. Mythology 
tells ofa Grecian in the Olympic games who 
cleared fifty-five feet for a 1 — broad 
jump with weights. The weights were ssid 
to bave been the discus. he perform. 
ance was not authenticated, for athletic 
sports, although very popular, were probably 
thrown in the shade by the many wars in- 
duiged in atthat period. We do not men- 
tion this wonderful Grecian performance 
to throw Darby’s undisputed figures in 
the shade, for, as before said, it is a 
non-record performance. Darby’s 12 feet 1 
inches is the most wonderful sampie of natu- 
ral spring yet recorded. It isso far superior 
to anything yet done that comparisons with 
previous records are idie. The previous 
professional standing broad jump without 
weights was 10 feet 10½ inches, by H. M. John- 
son. Itisagame that is very easy to under- 
stand and therefore all the more appreciated; 
where other jumping events need science this 
one does not, and any man, no matter how 
little he knows of athietics, will appreciate a 
big distance when shown a standing broad 
jump. Itissafetosay that it will be many 
vears before Darby’s equal at this kind of 
jumping is found. *
